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Nonprescriptive information in for example the musical score and 
everything that is known about that score and its composer which 

of course is nonprescriptive information about that musical score 
yes nonprescriptive information in and about the musical score can 
nonprescriptive information in and about the musical score make it 
difficult for the spectator to appreciate aesthetically for example 
a musical score can nonprescriptive information in and about the 
musical score prevent the spectator from appreciating aesthetically 
for example a musical score the answers yes nonprescriptive in- 
formation in and about the musical score can make it difficult for 
the spectator to appreciate aesthetically that score nonprescriptive 
information in and about the musical score can prevent the spectator 
from appreciating aesthetically that score colon it is conceivable 
that there are spectators who find it difficult to appreciate 
Elgar's Symphony No. 2 in E flat major because it is written in 

E flat major similarly it is conceivable that there are spectators 
who find it difficult to appreciate aesthetically the operas of 
Gioacchino Rossini because of Rossini's nationality semicolon it 

is conceivable that there are spectators who are prevented from 
appreciating aesthetically Les Huguenots of Giacomo Meyerbeer be- 
cause it is written in French not of course because they do not 
understand French but because it is written in French similarly 

it is conceivable that there are spectators who are prevented from 
appreciating aesthetically the symphonies of Charles Ives because 
of Ives's point of view with reference to organized religion yes 
nonprescriptive information in a musical score and about a musical 
score can make it difficult for the spectator to appreciate aes- 
thetically a musical score yes nonprescriptive information in a 
musical score and about a musical score can prevent the spectator 
from appreciating aesthetically a musical score but it is not likely 
that the nonprescriptive information in a musical score and about a 
musical score would make it difficult for the intelligent spectator 
to regard that score as an autonomous aesthetic phenomenon it is 
not likely that the nonprescriptive information in a musical score 
and about a musical score would prevent the intelligent spectator 
from appreciating aesthetically that score no it is not likely but 
situations can be imagined where aesthetic appreciation would be 
yes difficult where aesthetic appreciation would be yes impossible. 
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
